H. J. Booth & Co., of the Union Foun- 
dry, have been for some time in negotiation 
for six blocks of land on the north side of 
Potrero Point, adjoining the rolling mills, 
and fronting upon Central Basin.. Negotia- 
tions are alread y completed, and the papers 
will be signed in a few days, when work 
will be immediately commenced, with a 
view of erec ing the largest foundry on the 
coast. As soon as the gradingis done and 
the necessary buildings’ are erected, the 
workshops will be removed from their pres- 
ent site, Mission and First ‘streets, and 
within a year Booth & Co. will be able to 
employ one thousand men, in their new 
works, where they will make everything. in 
the iron line from a five-hundred-ton quartz 
mill down to a fifteen-dollar pair of Dilinerd 
—a branch of manufacture for wpich they 
have peculiar facilities. 


The wheat. movement during the past 
month has not been as lively as was expect- 
ed. At the beginning of the month there 
was enough tonnage in port to carry 1,500,- 


090 centals wheat: but the holding back 
policy which has prevailed throughout the 
year, restricted business. There were only 
twenty-six cargoes of wheat cleared tor 
England last month, and two cargoes of 
flour. Of these. twenty-eight cargoes, five 
were clearei! by Falkner, Bell & ‘Co., tour 
by Balfour, Guthrie & Co., two by a) 
Taylor & Co., two by Gildermeister, Meu- 
cke, Victor & Co, three by Henry Lund- 
and two by N. Ten Bosch. The other 
ten cargoes were cleared by as many differ 
ent firms, including only one, however, on 
account of farmers. The Grangers appear 
to be content to let others take the risks of 
shipment. Most of the cargoes shipped by 
them have arrived out, and the results are 
not satisfactory. It has been an unfortu- 
nate year for the inauguration of an enter- 
prise of this kind. 


California woolen goods have for some 
time taken the lead in Eastern markets, 
and the factories of this State have for the 
past few years been more prosperous than 


those of any otherland. The Boston Com- 
mercial Builetin. a paper devoted to manu- 
facturing interests, in referring to Cali ornia 
industries, says: ‘Indications multiply of 
the exceptionally flourishing state of busi- 
ness on the Pacific Coast. The people 
there have become thoroughly convinced 


‘that the highest prosperity rests in manu- 


factures, and are continually engaging in 
new enterprises of that kind. The rapid 
progress of the woolen industry there is at- 
tracting a good deal of attention. It ap- 
pears that the constantly increasing’ home 
and Eastern demand has of late recessitat- 
ed an enlargement of nearly all the facto- 
ries on the coast, some nine innumber. At 
many points in the State, the people are ag- 
itating the erection of new mills. It is es- 
timated that in the next five years the num- 
ber of tactories in California and Oregon 
will be doubled. At present. about $3 000,- 
ooo worth of goods is turned out annually. 
Truly an agreeable contrast with our East- 
ern inanufacturing interests.’ 


The Petaluma Standard reports that the tar- 
weed makes better bay for neat cattle than 
wild cats or clover. Cows like it, and give 
more milk than when fed on other hay. Halt 
a dozen persous have tried it, and report favor- 
ab'y. Herciofore it bas ben regurded as a 
pernicious weed, but it deserves a caretul 
hivestigation. It should be cultivated and 
tiudied with reference to its value as a regular 
crop. Its existence in our streets und comimups 
indicates nardiness and adaptation to our cti- 
mate, and the thriftiness of its growth is basis for 
abhope that it will yield a large crop. Cuatilor- 
nia has yet to make its first valuabie additivn 
to the list of cultivated forage plants. 


The Llollister Enterprise says the prospects 
are most encouraging. We have had ne rain 
of consequence this week, but enough has fallen 
for the present for all practical purpoxs. Veg-
